The figures given above show that while there has been an 
increase of 1 49% in the enrolment for postal coaching, the 
enrolment for oral coaching has gone pp by 3 62%. 

For providing some guidance to students, Suggested 
Answers to questions set for the Institute’s examinations are 
being published from time to time, and are being distributed 
through the Regional Councils to those who want them. These 
Suggested Answers arc well, received by Registered Students. 

As part of decentralisation of the Institute’s work, the 
supply of Study Notes for postal coaching students are now 
being done through the Regional Councils since 1st July 1980. 
Preparatory arrangements have also been almost completed 
for students initially enrolling for postal coaching to submit 
their answer papers at the Regional Councils ol their res- 
pective region, instead of submitting them to the head-quarters. 
When this scheme is fully implemented, the issue of Coach- 
ing Completion Certificates shall also be through the 
Regional Councils. 

RESEARCH 

During the year under review, a study on Farm Manage- 
ment Accounting and Control, prepared by the Director of 
Research, was released. The study -envisaged methods and 
procedures for farm accounts and control covering .account- 
ing, budgeting, pricing, costing and auditing in the context 
of farming operations. Tu addition, a research study entitled 
Management Accountant and the Computer by Shri S. Vaidya- 
nathan has been completed and is under print. 

With a view to gcncratmg increasing interest in the research 
activities of the Institute a workshop was held in Bombay in 
June 1980 on Cost Accounting in Commercial Banking Industry 
taking Institute’s research publication on the same subject as 
the basis for discussion. Another workshop was held in New 
Delhi in March 1981 on the same subject when senior executives 
In banks and financial institutions participated. A workshop 
on Farm Management Accounting and Control was also orga- 
nised in Calcutta in which the participants were officers in the 
Department of Agriculture, Animal Husbandry and Com- 
prehensive Area Development Corporation.' 

The nevv research projects undertaken by the Institute are 
(a) Transfer Pricing — Concepts, Practices and Procedures with 
reference to selected Indian Industries, and (b) Management 
Accounting in Government. The other research projects which 
axe now under way are : 

(i) Capacity Utilisation in Indian Industries with particular 

reference to Industries covered by Cost Audit. 

(ii) Cost arid Management Accounting in Transport industry 

with special reference to Road Transport. 

(iii) Cost-Benefit Analysis of Government Incentives : Frame- 

work and Methodology. 


JOURNAL 

The period under review has been characterised by a number 
of improvements in the official Journal of the institute. The 
Management Accountant, in various directions. Significant 
of them are that the Journal now regularly presents a study on a 
major industry every npnth and the industry is symbolically 
represented on the cover with its changing colour month 
after month. 

Matching with the past trends, the circulation of the Journal 
has gone up to about 1 9000 per month and along with that the 
advertisement revenue has increased. The successive issues are 
becoming in increasingly popular to various cross-section of 
readers. Efforts are being made to bring -the Journal closer 
to different sectors of the economy like industry, trade, com- 
merce and banking.

Cost Audit booklets in respect of Jute, Rayon and Dry 
Cell Batteries have been published during the year. The 
remaining two industries, out of the above twenty-eight, 
for which such booklets are yet to be published are Polyester 
and Sulphuric Acid. 

The Council has undertaken preparation of drafts of uni- 
form Cost Accounting (Records) Rules for the engineering 
industry and process oriented industry. In fact the draft for the 
engineering industry has already been drawn up and forwarded 
to the Central Government for consideration. The drafting of 
the rules for process oriented industry is well in advance. 

The Council wishes to convey that the Central Government, 
by a letter, has notified that certain additional information are 
required to be given in cost audit reports. Full text of the 
letter has already been published as a Supplement to July 
1980 issue of the Institute’s Journal. 
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The Council is happy to report that to providing general 
guidance to members in the mater of cost audit, a Cost Audit 
Guideline has been published by the Institute. The 
Council hopes that this publication will bo useful not only" 
to members in practice but also to industries whose cost accounts 
are subject to audit. 

The Council is hapqy to report that -accepting its recommen- 
dation, the Central Government has taken a decision that cost 
audit per member per year shall be limited to thirty so as to 
restrict concentration of cost audit to a reasonable limit. 

MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMMES 

During the year, quite a number of important professional 
development programmes were organised at various places. 
One of them was a fyur-day residential course in Puri con- 
ducted in collaboration with the Indian Institute of Management, 
Calcutta, in June 1980. The course was on Management 
Accounting for senoir managers, A tailor-made course was 
organised for officers of the Orissa Finance Service in 


Bhubaneswar in August 1980. Another course was conducted 
in Madras in November 1980 jointly with the Institute of Char- 
tered Accountats of India on Cost and Financial Management. 

A National Debate on Benefit Cost Analysis of Price Control 
Systems was held in New Delhi jointly with the Northern 
India Regional Council of the Institute in February 1981. 

The Council is happy that the Professional 1 development 
Committee has drawn up a calendar of events for the whole 
year 1981 which constitutes a major part of its continuing 
education programme. Details of these events have already 
been published in February 1981 issued of the Institute’s 
Journal.

MANAGEMENT ACCOUNTANTS 

The 23rd National Convention of Cost and Management 
Accountants was held between 7th and 9th February 1981, 
at Taj Mahal Hotel, Bombay. The - Convention was inau- 


gurated by Shri Ramrao Adik, Minister for Finance and Urban 
Development, Government of Maharashtra, The welcome 
address was delivered by Shri R. Manikkam, Chairman, western 
India Regional Council of the Institute, which was followed 
by the Presidential address of Shri V, Basavaraju, 
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The main theme of the Convention was “Changing Economic 
Environment and the Role of Management Accountant, ’ 
The theme was divided into four specific topics, discussed in 
for plenary sessions. These topics were (a) Managements’ 
Accountants' Service to the Community, (b) Management 
Accountants' Service to Industry, (c) Management Accoun- 
tants’ Service to the State and (d) Management Accountants' 
Service to the Profession. The plenary sessions were chaired 
by eminent personalities, like Dr. H.K. Paranjapc, Past Chair- 
man, MRTP Commission, Shri Ramprasad Podar, President, 
Century Spinning and Manufacturing Co., Dr. D.S. Somaiya 
of Somaiya Group of Industries and Dr. A. K. Ghosh, former 
Special Secretary, Company Affairs Department, Government 
of India. The key-note address in these plenary sessions 
were made by elites like Dr. Hannan Ezekiel, Editor, 
Economic Times, Shri D.R. Pendse, Economic Adviser, Tata 
Industries Ltd., Shri P.D. Kesbekar, Director, National Institute 
of Bank Management, and Shri A. V. Rammana Rao.

A three- 
man team consisting of Shri N. K- Bose, Shri A. V. Ramana 
Rao and the Secretary met them at New Delhi, along with the 
President and Secretary of the Institute of Chartered Accoun- 
tants of India, on 3rd March 1981 and. discussed various mat- 
ters relating to Exposure Drafts and the implementation of the 
standards set by IASC. 

INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF ACCOUNTANTS

NATIONAL PRODUCTIVITY COUNCIL 

In the Governing Body of the National Productivity-Council, 
the Institute is represented by Shri A. V, Ramana Rao, Vice- 
President, succeeding Shri N. K. Roy. 

COMMITTEE ON CORPORATE REPORTING 

The Committee on Corporate Reporting, formed under the 
aegis of the Associated Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
includes Shri N, K, Roy, immediate past President and Shri 
A. V. Ramana Rao, Vice-President as the Institute’s nominees. 
The Committee had several meetings in Bombay when Shri 
Roy and Shri Ramana Rao participated in its deliberations. 
The Committee’s work is still continuing and its report is ex- 
pected to be ready soon. 

PUBLIC RELATIONS 

In the field of public relations, quite a number of important 
meetings took place with senior Government Officials, indus- 
trialists, bankers, company executives and others on different 
occasions both at Central and Regional levels, with the object 
of dissefninating information relating to the profession ana its 
potentialities. These meetings have been found to be fruitful 
in the sense that there has been wider awareness of the services 
available from cost and management accountants. The distri- 
bution of monographs, brought out for the purpose, to various 
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sectors of the economy continues to be an added effort in this 
direction, 

REGIONAL COUNCILS 

The four Regional Councils of the Institute, namely, West- 
ern India, Southern India, Eastern India and Northern India, 
elected in 1980 shall remain in office till 9th August 1983. All 
these Regional Councils have organised quite a number of im- 
portant events, like Seminars, Workshops and Regional Con- 
ferences where high-level discussions took place on many facets 
of the profession. Thanks to the Regional Councils that they 
have stepped up their activities to wider scales. 

CHAPTERS OF COST ACCOUNTANTS 

During the year two more Chapters of Cost Accountants 
have been constituted under Regulation 146, one at Hardwar- 
Rishikesh (ind the other at Allahabad. Thus, the total number 
of Chapters has grown to 46 with regional distribution as 

under : 

Western Region 11 Eastern Region 12 

Southern Region 14 . Northern Region 9 

The activities of Chapters continues to be as before, Some 
of the Chapters have shown improved performances through 
various projects undertaken by them, while a few others are 
yet not very active. Reports about Chapter activities are being 
published in the Institute’s Journal almost every month. 

OVERSEAS CENTRES 

Overseas Centres in Tanzania and Zambia have been conti- 
nuing their activities. These activities covered lecture meetings, 
group discussions, factory visits and talks by eminent persons 
on subjects of professional interest. 

ACCOUNTS 

The audited accounts of the Institute for the year 1980-81 
are annexed to this Report. It will be seen that the revenue 
account is marked by substantial improvement from the pre- 
vious year in that the deficit of about rupees thirteen lakhs in 
the year 1979-80 has came down to Rs. 4,90,210 in 1980-81, 
However, despite all efforts to reduce expenditure, it will hardly 
be possible to maintain the present position, particularly when 
the prices arc rising at the rate of 15 per cent to 20 per cent 
annually, unless steps are taken to augment additional funds. 
The Council has, therefore, reluctantly proposed to increase 
the rates of membership fees and examination fees which are 
substantially low today compared to other comparable insti- 
tutions. The proposals arc yet under consideration of the Cen- 
tral Government. 

In view of the fact that under the amended regulation which 
came into force from 1st August 1980, students registering on or 
after that date arc not required to pay atjnUal subscription but 
instead to pay the registration fees at a higher rate, the Council 


decided that 2/5lhs of the enhanced registration fee shall be 
capitalised and the balance taken to the revenue account. The 
accounts have been prepared accordingly. 

The Council is happy to note the Supreme Court judgement 
in the case of Commissioner of Income Tax vs, Bar Council of 
Maharashtra in which it has been held that an organisation 
which enjoys exemption from payment of income-tax in respect 
of some of its incomes under, Section KX23A) of the Income 
Tax Act 1961 is not precluded from claiming exemption in 
respect of other incomes under Section 1 1 of the Act subject 
to fulfilment of specified conditions. Since the Institute is al- 
ready approved by the Central Government under Section 
10(23 A) and is also registered under Section 11 of the Income 
Tax Act, the Council decided that no provision for payment 
of income tax be made in the Income and Expenditure Account 
of the Institute for the year 1980-81. The Council also decided 
that the provisions made in previous years for payment of in- 
come tax, but have nol yet been paid should be written back. 
The accounts have been drawn up on the basis of these decisions 

of the Council.

RELATIONSHIP WITH EMPLOYEES 

The Council wishes to place on record its appreciation of the 
sincere services rendered by the employees of the Institute. 

GENERAL 

Certain concrete steps have been taken to achieve further 
growth and advancement of the profession. Activities, both at 
the centre and at the regions, have been reasonably well in that 
direction. The Council recognises the excellent co-operation 
received from Regional Councils and Chapters in attaining the 
aims and objects of lha Council. The Council also places on 
record its deep appreciation of the useful contributions made by 
quite a number of Institute’s members in improving the Journal 
in framing guidelines, in preparing cost audit booklet* and 
otherwise. 

The Council’s attention is directed more towards the future 
when the changed circumstances will invariably throw new 
challenges before the profession. To equip ourselves adequately 
for the future a new look needs to bo given to the whole affair. 
It is necessary therefore to anticipate the changes that might 
take place and then to draw up a long-term plan of action. The 
Review Committee referred to earlier has been constituted 
with that objective in view. It is hoped that from deliberations 
of the Review Committee will efnerge concrete proposals for 
forward leap.

The items which 
have not been cleared on account of cases being pending in 
the court, there is nothing seridUs in any other objection.

The ‘Mahafit’ of the Urs Sharif of Hazrat Khwaja Moinud- 
din Chishty (Rehmatullah Aleh), the 'MahafiT of the Urs 
Sharif of Hazrat Khwaja Usman Marooni (Rehmatullah 
Aleh) and other ‘MahahP of Jumerat (Thursdays) and 
Chathi Sharif (sixth of every Islamic month) were perform- 
ed properly. 

The ‘ Aims’ of Khulafare-Rasbcdin (R.A. ), Hazrat Imam 
Hasan (R.A.), Moharrnm Sharif, Barawafat Sharif etc. and 
also the other ‘Airas* of Buzurgan-e-Deen (R.A.) were 
observed with screenity. On the 5th of Moharram, corres- 
ponding to 14th November, 1980 the Chilla Sharif of Hazrat 
Baba Egrid Shaknrganj (Rehmatullah Aleh) was opened and 
the number of persons visiting the same touched eight 
thousand. This occasion has become virtually an Urs on 
smaller scale.

AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF DARGAH 

KHWAJA SAHIB, AJMER, FOR THE YEAR 1979-80 

1. Introductory 
1 , 1 Background 

For proper administration of Dargah and the Endowment 
of the Dargah of Khwaja Moin-uu din Chishti, generally 
known as Dargah Khwaja Sahib, Ajmer, the Dargah Khwaja 
Sahib Act was passed by Parliament in 1955, As per the 
provisions of the said Act, the Dargalj. Endowment includes : 

(a) The Dargah Khwaja Sahib, Ajmer, 

(b) All buildings and movable property within the 
boundaries of Dargah Sharif, 

(c) Dargah Jagir, including all land, houses and shops 
and all immovable property wherever situated be- 
longing to the Dargah Sharif. 

(d) All other property and all income derived from any 
source whatsoever dedicated to the Dargah or 
placed for any religious, pious or charitable pur- 
poses under the Dargah Administration including 
the lagirdari villages of Hokran and Kishanpur in 
Ajmer, and 

(e) All such nazars or offerings as are received on be- 
half of the Dargah by the Nazim or any person 
authorised by him. 

1.2, Administration of the Darguh 

The administration, control and management of the Dargah 
Endowment is vested in a Committee. The Committee is to 
consist of not less than five and not more than nine members 
all of whom shall be Hanafl Muslims aud shall be appointed 
by the Central Government. The Committee exercises its 
functions through a Nazim appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment in consultation, with the Committee. The Nazim is the 
Chief executive officer of the Dargah Administration and also 
acts as a Secretary to the Committee. 

1.3 Accounts and Audit 

Under Section 1^(1 ) of the Act Ibid, the accounts of Dargah 
are required to be audited every year by such persons and in 
such manner as the Central Government may direct. Sub- 
section (2) of the Section ibid envisages that the Committee 
shall every year prepare a report on the administration of 
the Dargah which together with the accounts and ihe report 
of the auditor (hereon shall be published in the Official 
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Gnzcttce. The Dargah is preparing only a statement of 
Receipts and Expenditure, No Balance Sheet is prepared 
and as such assets and liabilities at the end of the accounting 
period are not ascertainable from the accounts, 

The audit of the accounts of the Dargah was entiusted on 
consent basis to the Comptroller & Auditor General of India. 
From the accounts of year 1978-79, the audit has been 
brought under the provisions of Comptroller & Auditor 
General’s (Duties, Powers & Conditions of Service) Act, 
1971 for a period of five years. This is the second audit 
under the revised arrangement, 


Chowki Baridaran)' on the Tosha Khana. The keys of the 
locks are with the Sarghanas of the Hafth Chowki Baridaran 
who are not available at one and the same time. Sometimes 
in the year 1929, an attempt was made by the Dargah 
Administration to .open, the Tosha Khana and prepare the 
inventory, but there was no success. In April, 1969, how- 
ever, the Administration got the Tosha Khana opened and 
prepared a list of 206 items. The work could not be com- 
pleted reportedly due lo non-cooperation of Khadims. No 
concrete action has been taken so far to .complete the pending 
work. In September, 1980 the Administration intimated audit 
that efforts were being made to get the list prepared. 


2. Receipt s and Expenditure Account for 1979-80 

2.1 Analysis of receipts and expenditure 

There was an opening balance of Rs. 2,66 lakhs at the 
beginning of the year. The total receipts during the year 
amounted to Rs, 10.64 lakhs (including a loan of Rs. 2.02 
lakhs received from Government of Tndia, Central W&qf 
Council for construction of guest house). After meeting the 
total expenditure of Rs. 9.32 lakhs during the year (including 
Rs. 3.06 lakhs on construction of guesst house), there was a 
closing balance of Rs. 3.98 lakhs at the end of the year, out 
of which Rs. 3,51 lakhs were invested in fixed deposits and 
Rs. 0.02 lakhs in securities. 

2.2, Non-reconciliation of the Cash Book balance with the 
balance as per Bank Statements 

The Dargah Administration is maintaining four Bank 
accounts. There is, however, no system of preparing proper 
Reconciliation Statements regularly in respect of each Bank 
account at the end of each month so as to locate the differ- 
ence between the balance as per Cash Book and as shown in 
the Bank Pass Book/Bank Statement, Reconciliation State- 
ments as at the end of 1979-80 were also not prepared. 

Though the deficiency is being repeatedly, pointed put by 
the audit, the administration has not taken corrective action 
in this regard. 

3, Other Topics of Interest 

3.1 Defects in Registers of Immovable as well as movable 
properties 

According to bye-law 21 of the Dargah, Khwaja Sahib Bye- 
Laws 1958, a book detailing all immovable properties as well 
hs movable properties of the Dargah is required to be main- 
tained. The deficiencies noticed in audit are mentioned 
below : 

(A) Immovable Properties 

It was intimated to audit in November, 1976 that the list 
of immovable properties! had been misplaced. The entries in 
the new register were incomplete in as much as full descrip- 
tion of the property was not found recorded in some cases 
and there was no attestation mark on the entries in the 
Register. 

(B) Movable properties. 

(i) Articles wider the G unbad Sharif (other than those in 
Mam Subsidiary Tosha Khana). 

There are many costly items of gold, silver, and precious 
stones in the Gunbad sharif. Even through the Administra- 
tion intimated audit in November, 1979 that an attempt would 
be made to prepare the list of articles, no such list has been 
prepared so far (February, 1981). 

(ii) Articles in Main Tosha Khana. 

The Tosha Khana contains costly articles made of gold, 
and silver. There are 7 locks of different Khadims (Hafth 


(lii) Articles in Subsidiary Tosha Khana 

This Tosha Khana contains costly Ghilafs (tomb covers), 
silver and gold articles etc. Even though the Tosha Khana 
is opened almost daily for change of Ghilafs on the main 
tomb, no list of articles has been prepared so far (February, 
1981). 

3.2 Construction of Dai gah Mehman Khana ( Guest House) 

Buildlnp — Anadmisslble payment to Contractor — Rs. 0,35 

Lakh. 

At the instance of Government of India (Central Waqf 
Council), the Dargah Administration took up in 1976-77, a 
scheme for construction of guest houses. Loans were sanc- 
tioned bv the Central Waql Council from time to time (Rs. 
7.02 lakhs upto 1979-80). In addition, donations from in- 
dividuals were also received (Rs. 2.46 lakhs upto 1979-80), 

Out of three blocks, ,thc contract for constiuetion of one 
block consisting of a hall and 24 rooms were awarded to a 
contractor at a premium, of 30% over Basic Schedule of 
Rates of Public Works Deptt (Buildings, and Roads), Ajmer 
Circle, 1975, in September, 1976. The work was completed 
in April, 1978, The Contiactpr was granted advance pay- 
ments from time to time amounting to Rs. 4,96 lakhs. No 
running bills were, however, submitted by the Contractor as 
required under the agreement. The contractor submitted the 
final bill of Rs. 5.03 lakhs in November, '78. Aftor getting 
the same checked by a film of Architects, Degigners, Valuers 
and Building Consultants, the bill was passed and an amount 
of Rs, 0,07 lakh paid to the contractor in April, 1980 after 
adjusting the advance payments. A test check of the final 
bill revealed that inadmissible payments aggregating Rs. 0.35 
lakh were made to the contractor as per details given 
below : — - 

(i) Payment of premium of 30% on extra 
items (carried out on verbal instruc- 
tions and not sanctioned on extra item 
slips) not listed in the schedule attach- 
ed to the contract and also not men- 
tioned in BSR 1975, 

(ii) Rates charged in excess of rates pro- 
vided in BSR 1975. 

(iii) Other reasons, viz., recording to nomen- 
clatures in the bill different than those 
recorded in Measurement Book, includ- 
ing an item twice and arithmatical 
mistakes.

Further, it was observed that items of work aggregating 
Rs. 1.58 lakhs for which payment was made to the contractor 
were not found recorded in the Measurement Book. The 
payments could not. therefore, be vouchsafed in audit.

An act to declare the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public Lib- 
rary at Patna to be an institution of National importance and 
to provide for its administration and certain other connected 
matters. 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : — 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 

Short title and commencement 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental 
Public Library Act, 1969. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may by notification in the official Gazette, 
appoint. 

Declaration of Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public Library as an 
institution of national Importance , 


2. It is hereby declared that the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental 
Public Library at Patna in the State of Bihar is an institution 
of national importance. 

Definitions 

3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise require : — * 

(a) “Board” means the Board established under Section 

4; 

(b) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Board; 

(c) "deed of trust" means the deed of trust No. 217 
executed in the office of the Deputy Registrar of 
Patna by the late Maulvi Khuda Bakhsh Khan 
Bahadur of Muradpur on the 14th January, 1891; 

(d) “Fund” means the Fund referred to in Section 19 ; 

(c) “Library” means the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public 
Library declared to be an institution of national 
importance under this Act; 

(f) ‘'member” means a member of the Board and in- 
cludes the Chairman; 

(g) “Prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under 
this act; 

(h) “Stato Government” means the Government oL 
Bihar. 
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CHAPTER II 

THE KHUDA BAKHSH ORIENTAL PUBLIC LIBRARY 
BOARD 

Establishment and incorporation of Board 

4. ( 1 ) With effect from such dale as the Central Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the Official , Gazette, appoint, 
there shall be established for the purpose of this Act, a Board 
to be known as the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public Library 
Board, 

(2) The Board shall be a body corporate with the name 
aforesaid, having perpetual succession and a common seal 
with power, subject to the provisions of this Act, to acquire, 
hold and dispose of property and contract, and may, by that 
name, sue and sued. 

Composition of Board 

.1 ( 1 ) The Board shall consist of the following persons, 
namely : — 

fa) the Governor of Bihar, ex- officio, Chairman; 

(b) the Accountant General, Bihar, ex-ffiocio ; 

(c) a person to be nominated by the Central Govern- 
ment, who shall be a member of the family of the 
late Maulvi Khuda Bakhsh Khan Bahadur of 
Muradpur; 

(d) eight persons, four each to be nominated by the 
Central Government and the State Government, 
who shall as far as possible, bo persons having 
knowledge of, and experience in, matters relating 
tp the administration of libraries; 

fe) the Director, Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public Library, 
ex-officio Member-Secretary, 

(2) Every nomination under this section shall take effect 
as soon ns it is notified by the Central Government in the 
Official Gazette. ■ 

Term of office and fresh nomination in certain cases. 

6(1) The terms of office of nominated members shall be 
such as may be prescribed. 

(2) Any nominated member may resign his office by giving 
notice in writing to the Central Government and to the State 
Government, and On such resignation being notified by the 
Central Government in the Official Gazette, shall be deemed 
to have vacated his ollice. 

(3) A casual vacancy created by the resignation of a nomi- 
nated member under sub-scction (2) or for any other reason 
may be filled by fresh nomination by the Central Govern- 
ment or the State Government, as the case may be, and a 
member so nominated shall hold office for the remaining 
period for which the member in whose place he is nominated 
would have held office. 

(4) An outgoing member shall be eligible dor renomina- 
tion. 

(5) If any nominated member is by infirmity or other 
rendered temporarily incapable of carrying out his duties 
or is absent on leave or otherwise in circumstances not invol- 
ving the vacation of the office, the Central Government or 
the State Government, as the case may be, may nominate 
another person to act in his place during his absence, 

Vacancies, etc., not to invalidate acts 

7. No act of the Board shall be invalid merely by reason 
of : 

fa) any vacancy in or defect in the constitution of the 
Board, or 

fb) any defect in the nomination of a person acting as 
a member thereof, or 

fc) any irregularity in its procedure not affecting the 
merits of the case 

Duly of Government nominating persons, etc. 

8. (1) Before nominating a person to be a member of the 
Board, the Central Government or the State Government, as 
the case may be, shall satisfy itself that the person will have 
no such financial or other interest as is likely to affect pre- 


judicially the excercise or performance by him of his func- 
tions as a member, and the Central Government or the State 
Government as the case may be, shall also satisfy itself from 
time to time with respect to every, member nominated by 
it that he has no such interest; and any" person who is or 
whom the Central Government or the State Government, as 
the case may be proposes to nominate and who has consented 
to be, a member shall • whenever requested by the Central 
Government or the State Government so to do, furnish to 
it such information as that Government considers necessary 
for the performance by it of, its duties under this sub-section. 

(2) A nominated member who is in any way, directly or 
indirectly, interested in a contract made or proposed to be 
made by the Board* shall, as soon as possible, after relevant 
circumstances have come to his knowledge disclose the nature 
of his interest at a meeting of the Board and the disclosure 
shall be recorded in the minutes of the Board and the mem- 
ber shall not take any part after the disclosure in any deli- 
beration or decision of the Board with respect to that con- 
tract. 

Meetings of Board 

9. (1) The Board shall meet at such times and places 
and shall, subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), (3) 
and (4), observe such rules or procedure in regard to the 
transaction of business at its meetings (including the quorum 
at meetings) as may be provided by regulations made under 
this Act. 

(2) The Chairman or, in his absence, any member chosen 
by the members present from among themselves, shall pre- 
side at a meeting of the Board, 

(3) If any nominated member being an officer of Govern- 
ment, is unable to attend any meeting of the Board, he may, 
with the previous approval of the Chairman, authorise any 
person in writing to do so. 

(4) All questions at a meeting of the Board shall be 
decided by a majority of the votes of the members present 
and in the case of an equality of votes, the Chairman or, in 
his absence, the member presiding, shall have a second of 
casting vote. 

Temporary association of persons with Board for particular 
purposes 

10. (1) The Board may associate with itself in such man- 
ner and for such purposes as may bo provided by regula- 
tions made under this Act, any person whose assistance or 
advice it may desire in performing any of its functions under 
this Act, 

(2) A person associated with it by the Board under sub- 
section fl) for any purpose shall have the right to take part 
in the discussions of the Board relating to that purpose, but 
shall not, by virtue of this section, be entitled to vote. 

Authentication of orders and other instruments of Board 

11. All orders and decisions of the Board shall be authen- 
ticated by the signature of the Chairman or any other mem- 
ber authorised by the Board in this behalf, and all Other 
instruments issued bv the Board shall be authenticated by 
the signature of an officer of the Board authorised in like 
manner in this behalf. 

Staff of Board 

12 (1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2) the 
Board may, for the purpose of enabling it efficiently to per- 
form its functions under this Act, appoint such number of 
officers and other employees as it may think fit, 

(2) The recruitment nnd conditions of service of such 
Officers and employees shall be such as may be provided by 
regulations made under this Act. 

Transfer of service of existing employee to Board 

13. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every persons 
employed in the library immediately before the date of estab- 
lishment of the Board shalloon and from such date become 
an employee of the Board with such designation as the Board 
may determine and shall hold his office or service therein 
by the same tenure, at the same remuneration and upon the 
same terms and conditions as he would have held, the same 
on such date if the Board had not been established and shall 
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continue to do so unless and untill his employment in the 
Board is terminated or until such tenure, remuneration and 
terms and conditions are duly altered by the Board; 

Provided that the tenure, remuneration and terms and con- 
ditions of service of any such person shall not be altered to 
his disadvantage without the previous approval of the Central 
Government. 

Locution of Library 

14. The Library shall be located at Patna. 

CHAPTER III 

PROPERTY, LIABILITIES AND FUNCTIONS OF THE 
BOARD 

Property and liabilities of Board 

15 (1) On the establishment ol the Board — 

(i) all properties, funds and dues w'hich arc vested in 
or realisable by, the trustees of the library consti- 
tuted by the deed of trust, in the.tr capacity as such 
shall vest in, and be realisable by, the Board; and 

(ii) all liabilities in relation to the library which arc 
enforceable against the said trustees, shall be en- 
forceable only against the Board. 

(2) All properties which may, after the establishment of 
the Board, be given, bequeathed of otherwise transferred to 
the library or acquired by the Board, shall vest in the Board. 

Duties of Board 

16. (1) Subject of the provisioas of the deed of trust, it 
shall be the general duty of the Board to manage the library 
and to plan, promote, organise and implement programmes 
for the development of the library on modern scientific lings 
(including tbe microfilming of rare manuscripts) and to per- 
form such other functions as the Central Government may, 
from time to time, assign to the Board. 

(2) Tn particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing provisions, the Board may take such steps 
as it thinks fit — . 

(a) for providing for instruction and research in matters 
to libraries and for the advancement of learning 
and dissemination of knowledge in such matter; and 

(b) to do all such other things as may he ueccssary for 
the discharge of its functions under this Act. 

Power of Boa’d 

17. (1) Subject to such conditions and restrictions as the 
Central Government may think fir to impose, it may gxccr- 
cise all such powers as may be necessary or expedient for 
the purpose ot carrying out its duties under this Act, 

(2) Subject to such regulations as may be made by the 
Board in this behalf, the Board may from time to time pur- 
chase or otherwise acquire such manuscripts, books, articles 
or things as may in the opinion of the Board be worthy of 
preservation in the library. 

CHAPTR IV 

FTNANCE, ACCOUNTS AUDIT AND REPORTS 
Grants by Cenlral Government to Board 

18. For the purpose of enabling the Board to discharge 
its functions efficiently under this Act, the Central. Govern- 
ment may, after due appropriation made by Parliament by 
law in this behalf, pay to the Board in each financial year 
such sums of money as that Government considers necessary 
by way of grant, loan or otherwise. 

Fund of Board 

19. (1) The Board shall maintain a Fund to which shall 
be credited — 

(a) all moneys paid by the Central Government; 

(b) such sums of money as the State Government may 
pay annually having regard to its resolution No. 
V/L405? /60E- 1 20, dated the 26th September, 1962; 

(c) all fees and other charges levied under this Act; 


(d) all money received by the Board by way of grant 
gift, donation, benefaction, bequest, subscription, 
contribution or transfer; 

(e) all other money received by the Board in any other 
manner or from any other source. 

(2) The Board may expend such sums as it thinks fit for 
performing its functions under this Act and such sums shall 
be treated as expenditure payable out of the Fund. 

( 3 ) A slim of money not exceeding such amount as may 
be provided by regulations made under this- Act may be kept 
in current account with any scheduled bank as defined in 
section 2 of 1934 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
or any other bank approved by the Central Government in 
this behalf but any money in excess of the sum shall be 
deposited in the Reserve Bank of India or with the agents 
of the Reserve Bank of India or invtsted in such manner as 
may be approved by the Central Govemmetn. 

Budget 

20. (1 ) The Board shall, by such date in each year as 
may be specified by the Central Government, submit to it 
for approval. a budget for the next financial year in the form 
specified by it showing the estimated receipts and expendi- 
ture, and the sums which would be required from Ihe Central 
Government during that financial year, 

(2) If any sum granted by the Central Government re- 
mains wholly or partly uhspent in any financial year, the 
unspent sum may be carried forward to the next financial 
year and taken into account in determining the sum to be 
provided by the Central Government for that vear. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (4), no sum 
shall be expended by or oh behalf of the Board, unless the 
expenditure is covered by provision in the budget approved 
by the Central Government, 

(4) Subject to such conditions and restriction as tfie 
Central Government may think fit to impose, the Board may 
sanction any raappropriution from one head of expenditure 
to another or from a provision made for one purpose to that 
for another purpose. 

Accounts and audit 

21, (1) The Board shall maintain proper accounts and 
1 other relevant records and prepare an annual statement of 

accounts including the balance-sheet in such form as may 
be specified, and in accordance with such general directions 
as may be issued by the Central .Government in consultation 
with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 

(2) The accounts of the Board shall be audited annually 
by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any 
expenditure incurred by him in connection with such audit 
shall be payable by the Board to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India. 

(3) The Comptroller tmd Auditor-General of India and 
any person appointed by him in conneciton with the audit 
of the accounts of the Board shall have Ihe same rights, pri- 
vilege and authority in connection with the such audit as 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India has in connec- 
tion with the audit of Government accounts, and in parti- 
cular, shall have the right to demand the production Of 
books, accounts connected vouchers and other documents and 
paper and to inspect the office of the Board, and the library. 

(4) The accounts of the Board as certified by the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General of India or any other person 
appointed by him in this behalf, together with the audit 
report thereon, shall be forwarded annually to the Central 
Government and that Government shall cause the same to 
he laid before each House of Parliament. 

Returns and reports. 

22(1). The Board shall furnish to the Central Government 
at such time and in such form and in such manner as the 
Central Government may direct such returns, statements and 
paiticulars as the Central Government may, from time to 
time, require. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (1) 
the Board shall, as soon as possible after the co mm ence- 
of each financial year, submit to the Central Government 
with such time as may specified by the Central Government 
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a report giving true und full account of the activities of the 
Board during the previous financial year and an account of 
activities likely to be undertaken during the current financial 
year, 

CHAPTER V 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Power of Central Government to blue directions to Board. 

23. (1) In the discharge of its functions under this Act 
the Board shall be bound by such direction on question of 
policy as the Central Government may give to it from time 
to time; 

Provided that the Board shall be given an opportunity to 
express its views before any direction is given under this sub- 
section, 

(21 The decision of the Central Government whether a 
question is one of policy or not shall be final. 

Delegation of powers and duties 

24. The Board may, by general or special order in writing 
direct that all or any of the powers or duties which be exer- 
cised or discharged by it shall, in such circumstances and 
under such conditions, if any as may be specified in the 
order, be exercised or discharged also by any member, offi- 
cer or employee of the Board specified in this behalf in the 
order. 

Officers and employees of Board to be public servants. 

25. All officers and employees of the Board shall when 
acting or purporting to act in pursuance of the provisions 
of this Act or of any rule or regulation made thereunder, 
be deemed to be public servants within the meaning of sec- 
tion 21 of the Indian Penal Code, (45 of 1880). 

•~Ptotection of action taken under the Act- 

26. No suit, pfosecution or other legal proceeding shall 
lie against the Board or any member, officer or employee of 
the Board for anything which is in good faith done or intend- 
ed to be done in pursuance of this Act or of any rule or 
regulation .made thereunder. 

Power of Central Government to make rules. 

27. (1) The Central Government may, by notification in 
he official Gazette, make rules to give effect to the provi- 
sions of this Act; 

Provided that when the Board has been established, no 
such rules shall be made without consulting the Board. 

(2) In particulars, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or 
any of the following matters namely : — 

(u) the term of office of, and the manner of filling 
casual vacancies among, the members nominated 
under clause (c) and (d) of sub-section (1) of 
Section 5; 

(b) the travelling and other allowances payable to 
member other than the Chairman and to a person 
associated with the Board under Section 10.; 

(c) the disqualifications for membership of the Board 
and the procedure to be followed in removing a 
member who is or becomes subject to any disquali- 
fication; 

(d) the conditions subject to which and the mode in 
which, contracts may be entered into by or on be- 
half of the Board; 

(e) any other matter which has to be or may be pres- 
cribed. 

(3) Every rule made under this section shall be laid as 
soon as may be after it is made before each House of Parlia- 
ment, while it is in session of a total period of thirty days 
which may be comprised in one session or in two successive 
session, and if before the expiry of the session in which It 
is so laid or the session immediately following, both Houses 
agree in making any modification in the rule or both Houses 
agree that the rule should not be made, the rule shall there- 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
ettect, as the case may be; so, however, that any such modi- 


fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

rower of Board to make regulations 

28. ( 1 ) Te Board may with previous approval of the 
Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
make regulations inconsistent with this Act and the rale 
made thereunder, for enabling it to discharge its functions 
under this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such regulations may provide for 
all or any of the following matters, namely : — 

(a) the" conditions and restrictions subject to which 
manuscripts and hooks in the library may be used; 

i 

(b) the manner in which and the purposes for which 
persons may be associated with the Board; 

(c) the time and place of meetings of the Board, the 
procedure to be followed in regard to the transac- 
tion of business at such meetings and the quorum 
necessary for the transaction of- business at a meet- 
ing; 

(d) the maintenance of minutes of meetings of the 
Board and the transmission of copies thereof to ffie 
Central Government; 

(e) the recruitment and conditions of service of officers 
and other employees of the board; 

(f) the persons by whom and the manner in which 
payments, deposits and investments may be made on 
behalf of the Board; 

(g) the maximum amount that may be kept In the cur- 
rent account; 

(h) the maintenance of registers and accounts; 

(i) the compilation of catalogues and inventories of 
the manuscripts, books and other articles and things 

in the library; 

(j) the steps to be taken for the preservation of manu- 
serpits, books and other articles and things In the 
library; 

(k) the general management of the library; 

(l) the fees and other charges to be levied for the 
use of manuscripts and books in the library; 

(ml any other matter in respect of which provision is, 
in the opinion of the Board, necessary for the per- 
formance of its functions under this Act. 

(4) The Central Government may, after consultation with 
the Board, by notification in the Official Gazette, amend, 
very or rescind any regulation which it has approved; and 
thereupon the regulation shall have effect accordingly, but 
without prejudice to the exercise of the powers of the Board 
under sub-section (1) and (2).

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

2. Definitions. 

In these regulations, unless 
quires, : — 

(a) "Act” means the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public 
Library Act, 1969 (43 of 1969); 

(b) “Board” means the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Public 
Library Board; 

(c) “Director” means the Director of the Library; 

(dl “Form” means the Form appended to these regul- 
ations; 

(e) “Rules’’ means the Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Oriental 
Public Library Rules, 1970. 

3. Conditions for Membership and loan of books : — 

(11 The Board may, from time to time, give on loan 
to any person or institution, any book contained 
■ in the library; 

(2) The lending section counter shall be open to the 
public for borrowing books for use at home from 
10.30 a.m. to 4. JO p.m. daily except on Fridays 
and public holidays. 

(3) Books shall be lent free of any fee or subscription 
to any person not less than the age of eighteen 
years. 

(4) Applications for membership shall be recommended 
by a member of the Board or by a Gazetted Officer 
and shall be accompanied by a security deposit 
of Rs. 50 /-. The Director may waive the require- 
ment of security deposit in case of deserving 
scholars and students recommended by the Educa- 
tion authorities. , 

(5) Where the books to be given on loan are costly 
or of a rare nature, they may be Issued to the 
members only, after depositing the cost of the book 
with the librarian. 

(6) The authorities of the Library shall be Immediately 
informed when a membership card ■ Is lost. A fee 
of Rs. 2/- shall be charged for issuing a duplicate 
membership card, 

(7) The member shall b« responsible for any misuse 
of the lost membership card, 

(S) A week’s notice shall be given before the security 
deposit is withdrawn. Before refund of the security 
deposits the members shall return all the books to 
the library and pay all the dues, if any. The receipt 
of the security deposit shall be duly endorsed on 
its back and the borrower’s card shall also be 
surrendered. 

(9) The following categories of books, publications and 
other materials shall not be permitted to be taken 
outside the library namely : — 

(a) unprocessed books; 

(hi brittle and damaged books; 

(c) manuscripts; 

(d) paintings; 

(c) specimen of caligraphy; 

(f) catalogues, dictionaries, encyclopaedia, etc; 

(g) journals; 

fh) out-of-print and rare books; 

(10) No member shall be allowed to borrow more than 
three titles or three separate volumes of the same 
book from the library at a time. 

(11) The member may keep books borrowed from the 
library for a maximum period of thirty days. The 
period of loan may be extended on written request. 
The books may be recalled earlier, if necessary; 

(12) A late fee of ten paise per day for each volume 
lent shall he charged if books are not returned 
within the specified period. 

(13) The Director may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, write of or reduce the late fee, provided 
he is satisfied with the explanation given by the 
concerned, 


(14) If any book borrowed from the library is lost or 
damaged, the member shall be held responsible 
for such loss or damage, and if the book belongs to 
a set, he shall be liable to make good the set to 
the satisfaction of the Board or pay the value of 
the complete set. 

(15) The book shall be returned immediately on receipt 
of an intimation from the library to that effect. 

(16) A member against whom any overdue or other 
charges are outstanding shall not be allowed to, 
borrow hooks or withdraw his deposit until he has 
paid the amount due. In case he fails to do so 
after due notice, the Board may deduct the dues 
from the security deposit of the member. The 
Board may also debar him from further use of the 
library. 

(17) Members may be debarred from borrowing Looks 
from the library in case of persistent infringement 
of any of the regulations of the library. 

4. Custody and administration of collection of the library : — 

(1) The Board shall not accept any book as gift unless it 
is satisfied that such books arc worthy to be preserved. 

(2) After a book is accepted as gift, the book shall be 
taken into account and shall be recorded In the stock Regis- 
ter of the library. 

(3) All books of the library shall be made available to the 
bonafide scholars for study, in the reading-room of the library 
during its working hours subject to the following restrictions, 
namely : — 

(a) The library shall remain open on all working days 
except on Fridays and other public holidays. The 
Board shall decide and notify whatever and when- 
ever timings of the delivery are changed. 

(b) All books, except rare manuscripts and rare books, 
which are given on loan shall be available in the 
.premises of the library for reading and reference 
purposes only. 

(c) Anv nerson desirous of making use of the reading 
facilities, shall make an application addressed to the 
Director In the Form. ■Mscrjbed by the Board hi this 
behalf duly endorsed bv a Member of Parliament or 
Member of the State T.eeis'afurcs, Member of the 
Board, Advocate, Solicitor. Head of the Department 
or Reader in anv University, Principal of a Collene, 
Gazetted Officer of Central or State Government. Re- 
gistered Medical Practitioner. 

(d) 4 oerson having been allowed to make use of th'- 
librarv and rrndbur facilities shall be. Issued an Identify 
card which shall contain a passport sizp ohotoarenh 
of the person duly endorsed bv the Director. 

(e) The Identity card shall be valid for a period of three 
years 

(f) Persons wishing to make use of the reading facilities 
casually shall he admitted on the grant of a tem- 
porary pass, holding good for the day of Issue.- 

(g) The reader who is duly admitted into the library shall 
be responsible for anv damage done bv him to the 
books and shall be liable to pay the full price of 
the books. 

(h) The Director may debar any person from the use of 
the library in case of persistent infringement of any 
of the regulations of the library. 

(i) Identity cards shall be non-transferable. In case an 
identity card is lost a duplicate of the same may be 
issued to its holder on his applying to the Director 
in the Form prescribed and on payment of a fee of 
Rs. 2/- alongwlth a passport size photograph. A 
fresh application complete in all respects as provid- 
ed for in the Form prescribed by the Board In this 
regard shall be necessary for the renewal of the 
identity card. 

(j) The identity card shall be shown at the entrance and 
again, If required at any time to any member of (he ' 
staff on demand. 

(k) Rare manuscripts shall be shown to scholars and 
other eminent persons on permission of the Director

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and the same shall bo consulted in the presfcnce of 
an Assistant Director or the Librarian, Visitor;, or 
scholars shall not be allowed to photograph the rare 
manuscripts without the special permission of the 
Board. 

(l) Any book which owing to its bulk or its brittle con- 
dition or for any other reason, cannot be safely given 
for consultation in the library, shall be supplied 
only at the discretion of the Director or the 
Oflicer-in-charge of the reading-room. 

(m) Umbrellas, stocks, containers and other objection- 
able things shall not be taken into the library and 
shall be deposited at the counter of the reading-room. 

(n) The readers shall not take into the reading-room 
their own books without special permission of the 
Director or the' Officer-in-churge of the reading- 
room. 

-(o) Persdns found mutilating the pages of books or other- 
wise damaging them besides making good the loss 
in accordance with these regulations, shall be de- 
barred from the use of the library in future. 

(p) Readers found violating any of these regulations or 
misbehaving in any way, or disturbing other readers 
by conversation or otherwise, shall not be allowed 
to remain in the library and their identity card or 
pass shall be liable to forfeiture. 

(q) Auy change of address during the validity of the 
identity card shall be notified to the Director imme- 
diately. 

5. Structural alterations to be made with the approval of the 
Board. 

No structural alterations of any kind shall be made to the 
existing building of the library without the approval of the 
Board. Such alterations may be carried out by the Central 
or State public Works Department or any other authority ap- 
proved by the Board. 

h. Preparation of Catalogue. 

The Director shall take such steps as maybe deemed neces- 
sary for preparing scientific catalogues, inventories of books, 
manuscripts, other articles and things in the library and also 
for the proper preservation subject to the general approval of 

the-.Boatel. 

7. Stock-takimT of books. 

The stock-taking and physical verification of books shall be 
conducted once in three years by the Director or any other 
officer authorised by the Board in this behalf. 

8. Inspection. 

(1) Every member of the Board shall have the right of 
inspecting any part of the building of the library at 

any tlm*. 

(2) A daily record of the number of visitors shall be 
kept. 

(3) No person shall smoke, spit or behave in an objec- 
. tionable manner.
